REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  1988 


The  year  1988  has  been  one  of  change  and  progress  in  the  areas 
of  Town  Government  supervised  by  your  Board  of  Selectmen.  Much 
has  been  accomplished  but,  much  remains  to  be  done  in  solving 
our  daily  operating  problems,  bringing  our  infrastructure  up- 
to-date  and  in  stablizing  the  property  tax  burdon. 


The  problem  of  greatest  concern,  as  expressed  by  so  many  of 
our  citizens  during  the  year,  is  the  fast  rising  property 
tax  burdon.  The  Selectmen  and  Town  Meeting  control  only  $6.31 
(15%)  of  the  current  $41.83  tax  rate,  with  the  balance 
controlled  by  the  County  and  Schools. 


Our  actual  success  will  not  be  known  until  the  tax  rate  is  set 
by  the  State  in  early  Fall.  Projecting  our  current  revenues 
and  deducting  them  from  the  requested  appropriations  indicates 
that  we  will  need  to  raise  $67,776.00  from  property  taxes  to 
fund  the  Town  in  1939,  This  is  down  from  the  amount  to  be 
raised  in  1988  by  $17,811.00.  or  a  decrease  of  $1.14  on  the 
Town  portion  of  the  tax  rate. 


To  continue  with  a  balanced  and  smaller  Town  portion  of  the 
tax  rate  requires  strong  financial  planning.  Most  of  us  are 
aware  that  the  Cass  Mill  Road  Bridge  is  in  need  of  complete 
replacement.  That  we  own  a  fire  engine  that  needs  replacement 
as  well  as  Highway  Equipment.  Our  roads  are  in  need  of  work 
that  can  no  longer  be  deferred.  In  this  light  we  will 
recommend  that  the  Town  Meeting  provide  for  the  financial 
planning  necessary  by  approving  the  creation  of  a  Capital 
Improvements  Plan  for  the  Town. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  awarded  a  contract  and  paved 
all  but  two  of  the  roads  in  Hill  Village.  The  Village  drain 
system  was  completely  cleaned  and  repaired  and  the  Town  Pond 
received  long  overdue  maintenance.  Work  was  started  on  the 
Brown  Road  to  clear  trees,  install  drainage  ditches  and 
culverts  and  widen  the  surface  to  15  feet. 
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It  is  our  intention  to  continue  with  road  improvements 
during  1989.  The  Highway  Department  will  start  on  our 
paved  roads  in  the  Bunker  Hill,  Currier  and  Murray  Hill 
areas  to  remove  rocks,  clean  ditches,  remove  dead  trees 
and  brush  and  replace  culverts  in  preparation  for  paving 
at  a  later  date.  Gravel  roads  in  these  areas  will  be 
improved  in  much  the  same  manner  as  our  paved  roadways 
except  that  no  paving  will  take  place,  now  or  in  the 
future.  Our  plans  call  for  the  entire  roadway  system  to 
be  improved  in  the  next  10  years. 

The  Selectmen  signed  a  cable  contract  during  1988  that 

will  provide  service  to  the  Village  and  surrounding  areas 

A  second  contract  is  being  considered  that  will  service 

the  remainder  of  the  community. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  for  their  help  and  assistance  during  the  years  past. 
The  many  Boards,  Committees  and  Commissions,  our  Town 
employees  and  there  families  for  the  hundreds  of  hours 
of  labor  that  have  helped  make  the  past  year  so 
productive.

Ve  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hill 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Hill  at  December  31,  1987,  and 
the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual 
fund  financial  statements  and  schedule  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are 
presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hill.  Such 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion, 
is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Dear  Members  of  the  Board: 

Ve  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hill  for  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1987  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  May  11,  1988. 
In  connection  with  our  examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  systems 
of  internal  accounting  control  and  operating  procedures  to  the  extent  we 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  systems  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
government  auditing  standards.  The  purpose  of  our  review  of  these  systems  was 
not  to  express  an  opinion  on  internal  accounting  control,  and  it  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

In  the  following  paragraphs,  we  present  our  comments  and  recommendations  for 
improving  specific  aspects  of  the  Town's  systems  and  procedures.  We  also 
refer  you  to  the  Appendix  to  this  letter  which  explains  the  purpose  of  our 
review,  its  limitations,  and  the  professional  standards  involved. 

Typically,  a  report  of  this  type  places  a  greater  emphasis  on  findings  of  a 
critical  nature.  Therefore,  to  put  our  comments  and  recommendations  in  proper 
perspective,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  weaknesses  observed  are  not 
necessarily  the  result  of  poor  management.  Oftentimes,  they  are  due  to 
factors  outside  the  control  of  the  Town's  personnel,  such  as  organizational 
restrictions,  budgetary  limitations,  or  inadequate  accounting  systems.  Ve 
have  noted  many  positive  aspects  of  the  Town's  financial  management  and 
procedures  which  are  not  set  forth  in  this  report. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  we  received  from  the 
Town  officials  and  employees  during  the  course  of  our  examination. 

After  you  have  had  an  opportunity  to  consider  our  comments  and 
recommendations,  we  would  be  pleased  to  discuss  them  with  you.

TREASURER'S  ACCOUNTS 

The  Treasurer's  accounts  consist  of  a  money  market  account  and  a  regular 
checking  account.  Cash  transactions  for  these  accounts  were  combined  in  a 
single  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  journal.  Also  monthly  or  yearly  totals 
were  not  maintained  for  receipts  and  disbursements.  This  method  of 
bookkeeping  does  not  facilitate  reconciliation  of  the  individual  accounts  and 
determination  of  cash  balances  by  account  on  a  monthly  basis. 

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  maintain  individual  accounts  in  separate 
sections  of  the  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  journal  and  that  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  in  the  individual  accounts  be  totaled  on  a  monthly  and  year- 
to-date  basis.  Such  a  procedure  will  provide  for  clarity  of  account  balances 
and  a  better  audit  trail  for  transfers  between  accounts. 

ACCOUNTING  FOR  TOWN'S  RECEIPTS 

At  present,  the  Town  relies  primarily  on  the  office  of  Town  Treasurer  for  the 
recording  of  Town  receipts.  The  Treasurer  submits  a  monthly  report  to  the 
Selectmen  which  details  the  month's  cash  receipts,  records  total  disbursements 
and  month-end  cash  balance.  Although  the  Treasurer  has  recorded  the  Town's 
transactions  accurately  and  reliably,  this  practice  results  in  a  basic 
weakness  in  internal  controls.  In  order  to  improve  controls  in  this  area,  we 
offer  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  All  Town  monies,  except  those  collected  by  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector, 
should  be  received  in  the  Selectmen's  office  and  properly  recorded  in 
cash  journals  as  to  classification.  The  monies  would  then  be  remitted  to 
the  Town  Treasurer  for  deposit  in  the  Town's  bank  account,  stating  from 
whom  and  for  what  purpose  the  receipt  was  for.  Standard  remittance  forms 
are  available  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Monies  received  by  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  are  recorded  in  cash 
journals  in  that  office  prior  to  being  remitted  directly  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  on  standard  remittance  forms.  To  allow  the  proper  recording  of 
these  receipts  in  the  Selectmen's  records,  we  recommend  a  copy  of  this 
remittance  form  be  made  available  to  the  Selectmen's  office  at  the  time 
Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  receipts  are  remitted  to  the  Treasurer. 

3.  All  source  documents  pertaining  to  receipts,  such  as  advice  slips 
accompanying  the  remittance,  should  be  retained  in  the  Selectmen's 
office,  filed  in  an  orderly  manner,  convenient  for  reference  and 
examination. 

4.  At  month-end,  the  Selectmen's  cash  journal  should  be  totaled  and 
reconciled  with  the  monthly  Treasurer's  report,  in  order  to  ensure  that 
all  receipts  have  been  properly  recorded.

STANDARD  PURCHASE  ORDER  SYSTEM 

Our  testing  of  the  expenditures  did  not  indicate  the  use  of  standard  purchase 
orders  by  the  Town  for  obtaining  goods  and  services.   In  order  to  strengthen 
internal  controls  over  goods  and  services  purchased,  we  recommend  that  Town 
management  develop  procedures  that  will  centralize  purchasing  and  include  the 
use  of  pre-numbered  purchase  order  forms. 

The  benefits  of  such  a  system  are  numerous  and  include  the  following: 

1.  Controls  over  all  disbursements,  including  contracted  services,  thereby 
creating  better  management  over  departmental  appropriations. 

2.  Insurance  that  all  encumbrances  are  recorded  in  the  proper  period  and 
that  all  unexpended  appropriations  are  returned  to  the  general  fund 
balance  to  be  available  for  use  in  determining  the  subsequent  year's  tax 
rate. 

3.  Provide  a  basis  of  verifying  the  price  agreed  upon  between  the  Town  and 
vendors. 

4.  Provide  additional  verifications  and  evidence  of  receipt  of  goods. 

TAX  ABATEMENTS 

During  our  examination  of  the  Tax  Collector's  accounts,  we  noted  that  taxes 
were  abated  by  issuing  Town  checks  to  the  Tax  Collector  who  in  turn  deposited 
these  checks  in  the  Town  Treasurer's  account.  Abating  taxes  in  this  manner 
created  additional  bookkeeping  and  delays  postings  of  such  abatements  to 
respective  accounts.  We  recommend  that  the  Tax  Collector  post  abatements 
directly  from  the  abatement  forms  approved  and  authorized  by  the  Selectmen  and 
the  practice  of  writing  checks  be  discontinued. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT  FUND 

Our  examination  of  the  Water  Department  Fund  revealed  several  weaknesses  in 
accounting  procedures  which  are  listed  below. 

1.   Internal  controls 

At  present,  the  functions  of  billing  and  collection  of  water  rents  is 
handled  by  the  same  individual.  This  lack  of  separation  of  duties  is  a 
weakness  in  internal  accounting  controls.  Ve  suggest  that  management 
consider  the  possibility  of  having  the  water  rents  collected  by  the  Tax 
Collector  in  order  to  enhance  efficiency  in  collections  and  segregate  the 
billing  and  collecting  functions.   In  addition,  we  recommend  that  the 
Water  Commissioners  approve  all  water  billings  issued  during  the  year.

2.  Summary  of  Water  Rents 

There  was  no  summary  of  water  rents  prepared  during  the  year,  and 
consequently  no  listings  of  uncollected  water  rents  at  year  end  were 
available.  As  such,  we  were  unable  to  verify  the  yearly  billings  or 
uncollected  water  rents  at  December  31,  1987.  Accordingly,  any  existing 
uncollected  water  rents  have  not  been  recorded  at  year  end.  We  strongly 
recommend  that  all  water  billings  during  the  year  be  accounted  for  and 
reconciled  to  properly  report  water  fund  revenues. 

3 .  Disbursemen ts 

Invoices  supporting  payment  made  from  January  1987  to  June  30,  1987  were 
not  made  available  to  us  and,  therefore,  we  were  unable  to  test  and 
verify  propriety  of  disbursements  during  this  period.  In  order  to 
ensure  internal  controls  over  disbursements  and  propriety  of  goods  and 
services  received,  all  supporting  documentation  should  be  retained  and 
appropriately  filed  for  examination. 

GENERAL  FIXED  ASSET  ACCOUNTING 

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  municipalities,  the  Town  has  not 
maintained  a  record  of  its  fixed  assets.  Under  the  present  system,  all  fixed 
asset  acquisitions  of  the  General  Fund  are  listed  as  expenditures.  This  is  an 
accepted  practice  under  fund  accounting.  However,  these  fixed  assets  should 
be  accounted  for  in  a  separate  self-balancing  group  of  accounts  (the  General 
Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts) .  The  establishment  of  fixed  asset  records  will 
not  only  enable  the  Town  to  prepare  financial  statements  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  but  will  also  aid  Town  management  in 
the  control  of  these  assets  and  will  be  an  invaluable  tool  in  long-range 
planning  of  fixed  asset  acquisition  and  disposition.  In  addition,  should  the 
Town  use  Federal  and  State  grants  to  finance  expenditures  for  fixed  assets, 
records  will  be  readily  available  to  substantiate  such  expenditures.  As  part 
of  their  long-term  policies,  we  recommend  that  Town  management  initiate  fixed 
asset  records  as  soon  as  is  practical.

PURPOSE  AND  LIMITATIONS  OF  REVIEW 


The  purpose  of  our  study  and  evaluation  was  to  determine  the  nature,  timing 
and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on 
the  Town's  financial  statements.  Our  study  and  evaluation  was  more  limited 
than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole. 

The  management  of  the  Town  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
system  of  internal  accounting  control.   In  fulfilling  this  responsibility, 
estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected 
benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives  of  a  system 
are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that 
assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and 
that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization 
and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control, 
errors  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also 
projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the 
risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or 
that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in  the  first 
paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the 
system.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  of  the  Town  taken  as  a  whole.  However,  our  study  and 
evaluation  disclosed  conditions  that  we  believe  result  in  more  than  a 
relatively  low  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be 
material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  may  occur  and  not 
be  detected  within  a  timely  period. 

These  conditions  are  described  in  the  preceding  report  and  were  considered  in 
determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of  the  audit  tests  to  be  applied  in 
our  examination  of  the  1987  financial  statements.  This  report  does  not  affect 
our  report  on  these  financial  statements  dated  May  11,  1988. 

The  preceding  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  should 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.

REPORT  OF  HILL  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hill: 

Each  year  seems  to  bring  new  issues  to  be  addressed.   Our  report  highlights 
some  key  aspects  of  our  programs  and  will  review  the  proposed  budget  for  the 
1989-90  school  year.   Hopefully,  this  summary  will  provide  sufficient 
information  to  convince  you  to  attend  the  annual  school  district  meeting, 
Wednesday,  March  22,  1989. 

Jun io r-Senior  High  Students 

Approximately  sixty-seven  of  our  students  attend  Franklin  Junior-Senior  High 
School  each  year.   The  preparation  given  them  at  Jennie  D.  Blake  School  has 
allowed  many  students  to  obtain  honor  roll  status.   Hill  has  also  been  well 
represented  on  the  Franklin  athletic  teams. 

Achievement  Test  Results 

Our  fourth  grade  students  scored  above  the  85th  percentile  in  Reading, 
Language,  and  Mathematics.   Overall,  our  students  scored  above  the  State 
average  in  all  categories  except  spelling  and  social  studies.   These  areas 
are  being  addressed  this  year  and  next. 

Parent-Teacher  Group  Formed 

Joan  Murray,  Fran  Sanderson  and  Sherry  Batchelder  have  taken  leadership 
roles  in  forming  a  P.T.A.   The  meetings  are  held  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month.   The  Board  is  very  enthusiastic  about  the  P.T.A.  and  wants  to 
encourage  all  parents  to  become  involved  with  their  students  throughout  the 
twelve  grades.   Attending  parent  conferences,  school  musicals  and  plays,  and 
various  other  activities  helps  to  keep  the  school  and  home  communicating 
effectively. 

Lunch  Program 

The  lunch  program  continues  to  operate  very  well.   Mrs.  Jeanne  Haney  and 
Mrs.  Brenda  Cummings  continue  to  do  an  exceptional  job  of  preparing  and 
serving  meals  to  the  students.   Creative  and  nutritional  lunches  are  the 
mainstay  of  the  program. 

Proposed  1989-90  Budget 

The  Board  has  spent  many  hours  working  on  the  proposed  budget.   Every 
attempt  has  been  made  to  contain  costs  and  still  provide  for  the  needs  of 
our  students.   Fixed  costs  such  as  tuition,  special  education, 
transportation  and  debt  service  remain  high. 

The  district  assessment,  of  $590,810  has  already  been  reduced  by  the  Board 
because  of  the  tax  impact  and  will  be  further  scrutinized  when  submitted  to 
the  Town  Budget  Committee.   The  primary  focus  of  this  budget  is  to  maintain 
quality  staff,  continue  the  development  of  programs  for  our  elementary 
students,  and,  where  we  can,  upgrade  the  facility.

Tuition 

The  cost  to  send  our  students  to  Franklin  is  the  single  most  costly  item  in 
our  budget.  Though  we  will  pay  $294,684  next  year,  we  are  still  just  below 
state  average  costs  in  providing  junior  and  senior  high  education. 

Special  Education 

Costs  for  programming  students  with  handicapping  conditions  continue  to  run 
high.   Our  district  has  budgeted  approximately  $58,000  for  all  our  special 
education  services  and  programs  for  the  1989-90  school  year.   Reimbursements 
from  the  State  are  estimated  at  $4,000.   State  and  federal  laws  require  all 
schools  to  provide  educational  programs  for  all  students  from  ages  three  to 
twenty-one  who  have  been  identified  as  educationally  handicapped.

The  School  Board  met  following  the  Budget  Committee  Workshop  Wednesday, 
January  25th,  and  discussed  the  proposed  1989-90  budget  further. 
Reluctantly,  and  knowing  that  meeting  State  recommended  Minimum  Standards 
for  elementary  schools  is  becoming  a  fading  reality,  the  School  Board  made 
the  following  additional  reductions  from  the  proposed  budget.

We,  as  members  of  the  community,  recognize  and  understand  the  tax  problems, 
but  have  the  responsibility  to  balance  that  with  the  need  to  provide  for  the 
educational  processes  of  the  District.   We  are  hopeful  that  you  understand 
that  this  is  a  very  difficult  task. 

In  conclusion,  we  want  to  thank  you  for  your  support  and  hope  it  will 
continue.   We  also  want  to  urge  you  to  attend  the  school  district  meeting  on 
Wednesday,  March  22,  1989,  and  express  your  opinion.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Hill  School  District 
Hill,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Hill  School 
District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1988,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Hill  School  District  at  June  30,  1988, 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  individual  fund  financial 
statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  of  the  Hill  School  District.  Such  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all 
material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.
